Tokyo. Sept. IO (Af*)—General MacArthur struck Jap­ 
anese militarism a death blow today by ordering the imperial 
general headquarters abolished and simultaneously clamped 
a press and radio censorship on the beaten empire. 
As supreme commander he issued a directive that tile 
headquarters must dissolve try September 13. General head­ 
quarters was set up in 1940 a few months before Pearl 
Harbor to coordinate army and navy activity. 
While t ta* occupation of Japan moved smoothly, sparks 
M**v\ in Korea ovyr MacArthur\s policy of re ta in in g Japanese 
officials in office. 


In a proclamation. MacArthur told the Koreans the pur­ 
pose of th** occupation by Seventh Infantry Division units 
was "to enforce the instrument of surrender" and protect 
them iii their personal and religious rights. 


Order "Active Compliance" 
Until furttier orders, all public officers and persons en­ 
gaged in essential services in Korea were directed to perform 
their duties as usual, and to this country long dominated by 
the Japanese the general called for “active compliance." 
The blow at t ti** Japanese general staff will erase the last 
symbol of Japanese aggressiveness. It was the tactical or­ 
ganization of the entire military setup. 
Kven as this order was issued by MacArthur, Japanese 
demobilization was already well under way and trains loaded 
with hundreds of unarmed soldiers and naval personnel in 
the home island were on their way home. 
MacArthur found time today to visit the general hos­ 
pital at Yokohama, where he talked with liberated American 
prisoners from Bataan, Corregidor and elsewhere. 
Protect Korean Property Rights 
Many patients stiffened to military attention as they 
recognized their old chief, but MacArthur motioned to them 
to remain at ease. 
The Korean proclamation pledged "your property rights 
Will be respected." It was dated Friday and signed by Mac­ 
Arthur as Commander-in-Chief of United States Army Forces 
in the Pacific, not as the Allied supreme commander. 
MacArthur’.*) time table for the occupation of Japan dis­ 
closed that additional elements of one marine and nine army 
divisions would be in place by October 23. 
The censorship for Japanese press and radio pledged 
there would he a minimum of restrictions on freedom of 
speech. It was contained in a directive issued to the Japanese 
government. As a result overseas broadcasts from Tokyo 
radio stations were reported by American public relations 
officers to be off the air. 
Koreans demonstrated in Sequl < K ie jo ) and termed it "a 
slap in the face” when Ut. Gen. John K. Hodge, whose 24th 
Army Corps landed at Jinseri Saturday, proclaimed that Jap­ 
anese administrative officials would continue in office. They 
had ex pee tell quick freedom from the Nipponese. 
"No Independent Action Allowed" 
Hodge, after accepting surrender of Southern Korea (the 
Russians control the northern half), quickly explained that 
the Japanese governor-general and his staff would remain iii 
office only to carry out American orders and would be allowed 
no independent action. 
N ice Adm. Frank .Jack* Fletcher and his North Pacific 
Naval Forces accepted Japan’s surrender of all northern 
Honshu and the northernmost home island of Hokkaido at 
Ominato naval base Sunday. Japanese were ordered to disarm 
and to continue their civil administration. Patrol boats and 
carrier p la n e s circled alertly, pending the arrival of occupation 
t coops. 
MacArthur simultaneously issued two statements from 
his new headquarters in the V. S. embassy in Tokyo. One 
pledged that Japanese militarism would he eliminated. The 
other assured his troops they would go home as soon as peace 
could be made secure. 
In his first statement he explained that the Japanese 
would rule themselves, subject to his orders and with oc­ 
cupation troops ready to enforce his decisions if necessary. 
Slight Lim itations on Ureedoms 
He warned his own troops to respect the rights of Jap­ 
anese: “Looting, pillage . . . would be hut a stain on your 
own high honor." 
To the Japanese, he announced that freedom of speech, 
press, religion and assembly would be encouraged, and limited 
only by the demands of military security. Although Japanese 
must obey his orders, issued through their own imperial 
government, they will be free from “all unwarranted inter­ 
ference with their individual liberty and property rights," 
he explained. 
A light censorship was placed over Japanese newspapers 
Sunday, but there has been no attempt to control their edi­ 
torials or propaganda. Tokyo newspapers relieved one Jap­ 
anese worry by reporting that notes of the Bank of Japan 
would be legal tender and that no occupation money would 
be used. 
Occupation troops will be sent home, MacArthur said, 
"as speedily and as effectively as the consolidation and secur­ 
ing of peace can be accomplished through orderly occupation 
of Japan and the demobilization of Japanese armed forces."

FOR “TREASON" 


London* Kepi, IO (AP) 
The Oslo 
radio announced today th a t Virikun 
Quisling 
had 
born 
convicted 
of 
charges of high treason and con­ 
demned lo death, 
Tile pronouncing of the sentence 
by the court that tried Quisling for 
cooperating with the CJermans dur­ 
ing the occupation of Norway was 
broadcast direct from the courtroom 
Under the new law legalizing the 
death penalty in Norway, the sen­ 
tence wtll be executed by a military 
firing squad composed of IO soldiers 
firing IO bullets 
Under the law Quisling can optical 
to the supreme court which ran 
commute the sentence but cannot 
reverse it 
The presiding Judge at Quisling'! 
trial, however, was Erik Ho I em who 
also is a supreme court Justice and 
thus one of the group which would 
pass on any appeal. 
Plotted Invasion 
Unless Quisling Is held for pur­ 
poses of giving evidence in other 
war crimea cases, it is likely tile 
execution will bf’ carried out w ith­ 
in flu ce weeks 
"Quisling. 58, was m ajor rn Nor­ 
way's pre-war army and a former , 
defense minister. The prosecution

ber, 1939. and urging them to invade i 
Norway. 
He was charged with turning over 
Norwegian defense data to the G er­ 
mans, and on tire day of th e inva­ 
sion. April 9. 1940. it was charged 
he went to the government Offices 
and personally telephoned certain 
garrisons and gave instructions not 
to resist the Nazis. It was through 
his agency that German troops were 
introduced Into Norway’s harbors in 
the holds of coal and freight shif*s, 
the prosecution asserted, 
Defense Collapsed 
Thus, undermined* Norway's de­ 
fense qui* kb collapsed 
After Germany had taken jx*s- 
sesslon of Hie country.
